“old man,” kangaroo should be gut out and 
followed. They are very stout in running, 
Int not so fast asthe docs and young ones. 
Ifa young kangaroo gots the eliance of fall- 
ing ground in his favour, he bounds at every 
Teap to such a distanco that it is impossible 
to keep near him, It ig, of course, known hy 
_ all readers'that the kangaroo runs, or rather 
jumps, with his bind legs only... "When not 
molested his arms come near to the ground, 
, but when parsued bo'earries them high, and 
Jooks like some mixture of a man and deer 
springing thrangh the forests, The pace in 
hunting them is always very quick, and it is 
necessary fo turn with the greatest mipidity 
among ihe forést trees. Tem minutes ora
